There has always been 
more or less trouble caused 
by false teaching. Even 
when the Church was in her 
infancy and while the apos- 
tles still lived men often broke 
over and mingled the false 
with the true. This caused 
much trouble in Paul’s day, 
and became more marked in 
the days of Polycarp, who 
was the immediate follower 


of the apostle John. 
False teachings and false 


teachers have infested the 
true followers of the lowly 
Nazarene all along through 
the ages. This was the direct 
cause of the beautiful Church 
of God losing her identity in 
the third century. She was 
so ever-run with it that the 
true was entirely covered 
over and forgotten. 

As our minds run_ back 
over history and we remem- 
ber the “cloudy and dark day” 
of the“‘dark ages’’and think of 
the gloom that had setteled 
down over the once glorious 
truth until the darkness and 
filth was almost impenetrable 
it becomes almost a wonder 
that anybody has ever been 
able to see it again, but thank 
God, the awful gloom and 
debris of the “dark ages” is 
fast giving way to the glori- 
ous sunlight of God's eternal 


truth. 
In spite of all the exper- 


ience of the past, and the aw- 


ful shame that was heaped 
upon the beautiful Church of 
of God by false doctrine 
there is still a tendency in 


_ our day to embrace the false 


and become apostates. Why 
men of intelligence will allow 
satan to deceive them thus 
is amystery to those of more 
childlike humble faithin Jesus. 

I have often wondered 
why it was that men wanted 
to depart from the simple 
teachings of Jesus and take 
up some far-fetched idea that 
brought nobody any good. 
History shows that in the 
wake of false teachers has al-

There is a plane of sweet- 
ness and simplicity upon 
which every lover of Jesus 
should pitch his tent 
make it his home.

The apostle Paul was 
aware of the danger as he 
wrote to the Church at Cor- 
inth. He was anxious that 
his little flock should not be 
led astray by the wiles of the 
adversary. He gives them 
the most tender and loving 
counsel that could come from 
the pen ofa writer. “For I 
am jealous over you with 
godly jealousy: for I have 
espoused you to. one 
husband, that | may present 
youasa_ chaste __—-virgin to 
Christ. But I fear, lest by 


any means, as the serpent 
beguiled Eve through his 
subtility, so your minds 


should be corrupted from the 
simplicity that is in Christ.” 
(2 Cor. 11:2,3.) 


Any deviation from the 
simple doctrine of Christ is 
an indication of a tendency 
toward corruption of the 
mind. There is satan’s stong- 
hold. If he can enter the 
mind and get good pzople to 
lean a little from the simple 
truth and begin to pride them- 
selves in digging out what 
they call the ‘deep things”, 
and call the simple doctrine, 
“surface teaching” he has 
succeeded in getting them to 
going his way. 

In consideration of the 
snares and pitfalls that satan 
is laying out to catch people 
in these days it 1s a matter of 
the utmost importance that 
our preachers should be care- 
ful not to teach anything that

A congregation was once 
very much disappointed by a 
certain brother who had re- 
turned after an extended ab- 
sence. The house was pack-

waited withsilent expectancy 
for the preliminarie to close 
so they could hear the great 
preacher. As the notes of 
the organ died away the hum- 
ble servant of God quietly 
arose and stepped forward to 
the sacred desk, and after a 
mements praise, opened his 
mouth and delivered a most 
excellent discourse on the 
power of Christ to save sin- 
ners from sin and hell. Al- 
though what he said was good 
and his face shined with the 
love. of God and the Spirit of 
God seemed to direct every 
word, the people were dis- 
appointed because they ex- 
pected him to tell them 
“something new.” 

It would be well for some 
folks to retrace a little and 
follow the example of the 
great and eloquent Apollos. 
Although he was a mightv 
man in the Scriptures he 
knew nothing but the bap- 
tism of John and he was care- 
ful to stay within the bounds 
of what he knew. What I 
want to show here is_ that 
preachers should stay with in 
bounds of what they know 
instead of advancing some- 
thing that is only theory or 
vain imaginations. 

Of course I do not expect 
our ministers to dwell all the 
time on the baptism of John, 
but they are expected to 
stay within the bounds of the 
plain doctri-e of Jesus and 
the apostles. “They con- 
tinued steadfastlyin the apos- 
tles’ doctrine and fellowship” 
was the slogan or war cry of 
the apostolic days. That was 
the secret of their success. 
The same thing has been the 
secret of our success so far, 
and a continuance on this line 
is what is going to bring us 
into favor with the thousards 
that are awaiting the glorious 
message. 

It is this, and this only, that 
holds the Lord’s favor and 
presence so firmly that fail- 
ure is impossible. “Teach- 
ing them to observe all things 
whatsoever | have command- 
ed you: and, lo, | am with 
you always, even unto the 
end of the world” (Math. 28- 
20.), were among the last 
words HeSaid before He 


when He comes back again 

He will find some who are 

still observing the very things 

He commanded His early 

disciples (Eph.5:24-28), and 

He will take them to Himself. 

The life and testimony of 

Jesus when He was on earth 

is our pattern and example, 

and when He was convers- 
ing with Nicodemus about 
the plan of salvation, among 
other things He said, “Verily, 
verily, | say unto thee, we 
speak that we do know, and 
testify that we have seen.” 

If we will always tell what 

we know and stopat that, it’ll 

save us from much _ trouble. 

If you know repentance, or 
baptism, or sanctification, of 
the baptismof the Holy Ghost, 
or divine healing, or the sec- 
ond coming of our Lord, you 
will have plenty to preach 
without going into some far- 
fetched teaching and the use 
of isolated Scripture texts to 
confirm your belief. Many 
sincere honest souls have 
made ship wreck on just such 
snags and reefs as these. 

Better stick to the plan as 

outlined by the poet than to 

venture out where you are 
not sure. 

“Though 1 cannot sing like 

angles, 
Though I cannot preach 
like Paul; 

I can tell the love otf Jesus, 
I can say He died for all.” 
When we think about it 

just right we have just two 

things to do viz. lead sinners 
to Christ, and perfect the 
saints. A dear old saint who 
had been instructing a_ class 
of young evangelists for sev- 
eral months gave them their 
final charge ina tew words 
thus, “As you go preach Hol- 
iness and Hell.” This might 
not be bad advice today. If 
some people that are goiig 
the rounds in these days with 
their minds inflated with some 
petty theory that is calculat- 
ed to deceive the simple, 
would stick to teaching on 

Holiness or Hell they would 

accomplish much more good. 
Some people seem to de- 

light in starting up something 
new. They don’t seem to 
care whether any one else 
agrees with them or not, just 
so they are in front. They 
boast in saying, “The Lord 
showed me this, and I’m go- 
ing to teach it whether any 
one believes it or not.” Such 
people remind me of a cer- 

tain Baptist preacher that I 

used to be acquainted with.

Thank God, 


He told me his reason for be- 


lieving in what he expressed 
as the “Final perseverance of 
saints.” This is a common 
term among Baptists. He 
said when he first began to 
preach that he believed that 
people could “fall from grace.” 
He was preaching with two 
of his brother ministers in a 
protracted meeting. They 
were opposed to his teach- 
ing on that special line, so 
one night he decided he 
would preach stronger than 
ever that people could fall in- | 
to sin and be lost after they 
had truly been converted. 
Along in his discourse while 
he was making his strongest 
points he found himself car- 
ried away in vision and plac- 
ed in the middle of a pool of 
muddy water. He began at 
once to try to get out, but all 
in vain. The banks were so 
steep and walled up so high 
that it was impossible for him 
to get out, and of a sudden it 
dawned on his mind that that 
was to teach him that when 
one was once saved from sin 
he was always’ saved and 
could not fall away and be 
‘lost. When he told me this 
story he confessed he was 
backslidden, but he knew he 
would be saved when he 
died. He based his belief on 
the vision of the pool of mud- 
dy water rather than the 
Scripture proof. Many are 
basing their belief on some 
“vision or leading” rather 
than a “Thus saith the Lord.” 


This same man afterwards 
in trying to console a poor 
distressed woman whose hus- 
band had died while drunk 
asked her if her husband had 
ever professed __religeon, to 
which she replied that he 
had and she really believed 
he was truly converted. He 
then told her to dry up her 
tears for her husband was in 
heaven. Into such lies as 
this is where people will be 
led that follow visions, dreams 
or leadings independent of 
the plain written Word of 
God. Stick to the plain 
Word of God and follow 
Jesus’ plan should be our 
motto.
